Claims 7 to 11: Document 1 

Document 1 sets forth recycled spun yarn containing 
short fibers having a specific length (claims, paragraph 
0010) . 

Claims 1 to 6, 8 to 11: Documents 1 to 4 

Document 1 does not indicate that a fibrous material 
is shredded before being used as a recycled product . 
However, as disclosed in documents 2 to 4 (document 2: 
paragraph 0002, document 3: claim 2, document 4: claxm 1) , 
the employment of recycled fibrous materials which have 
been subjected to this step is a technique in common use 
by persons skilled in the art. It would therefore be easy 
for a person skilled in the art to apply not only the 
specifically disclosed recycled product, but a shredded 
recycled product, to the invention set forth in document 
1 to constitute spun yarn, and the effect of doing so 
would be within the range expected by a person skilled m 
the art.
